CHAPTER 114.
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AN ACT TO LEGALIZE CONVEYANCES OF REAL ESTATE
IN THE STATE OP MINNESOTA, HERETOFORE EXECUTED
IN OTHER STATES AND TERRITORIES OF THE UNITED
STATES, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE LAWS OF SUCH
OTHER STATES AND TERRITORIES, v

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTIOX 1. That all conveyances of real estate in this
State, or of any. interest in such real estate, heretofore exe-
cuted in any other State or Territory of the United States,
if executed and acknowledged according to the laws of such

( other State or Territory; are hereby legalized and made valid,
"' and may be recorded to the same extent and for the same

purposes, as though the .same had been executed in accord-
ance with the laws of this State. Provided, that before
such conveyance shall be entitled, to record, the party pre-
senting such conveyance for record, shall also present for
record the certificate of the clerk or other proper certifying
officer of a court of record of the county or district within
which such acknowledgment was taken, under the seal of
his"office, that the person whose name is subscribed to the
certificate of acknowledgment was, at the date thereof, such
officer as he is therein represented to be; and that he belieres
the signature of such person, subscribed thereto, to be genu-
ine, and that the conveyance is executed according to the
laws of such State, Territory or district. And all such con-,
veyances iire hereby declared to be legal and valid, and
effectual to all intents and purposes, and the record thereof

.shall have the same effect as in other cases authorized by
